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AMORPHA ROEMERIANA SCHEELE, (FABACEAE), AN UPLAND 
SPECIES.—Wilbur (Rhodora 77:337 — 409. 1975) revised the North 

American genus Amorpba and regarded Amorpha roemeriana as one variable 
species that included A. texana, etc. This taxon is endemic to the Edwards 
Plateau region of Texas and its range extends from Travis County in the east 
to Uvalde and Real counties in the west. "Phis taxon is an upland species 
fairly common on the “Devil’s Back Bone” area 'Hwy 32) in Comal County 
near the Hays County line growing on the ridge and upland breaks. Since it 
is an upland species, it is quite true that it is extremely rare in the bottom¬ 
lands functioning as a wetland species.— Wm. F. Mahler, Biology Depart¬ 
ment, Southern Methodist University, Dallas, TX 75275, U.S.A.
